Opponents say: Maine should 
take on rio additional bond debts; 
Mdies should come from gasoline 
tax or other existing reventes. 

Question #4: “Shall a bond is- 
sue be authorized in the amount of 
$21,094,000 to provide for various 
state facilities’ projects and to 
provide for tiunictipal facility im- 
provements including: Necessary 
eapital improvetiients at correc- 
‘tiotis’ facilities; stabilization res- 
toration of ie state’s most unique 
historic structures which are in 
public or nonprofit ownerships, 
Such as forts, inaisions, theaters, 
ships and lighthouses; a broad 
ratige of projects for improving, 
colistiticting, terdvating, equip- 
ping and futnishing state depart- 
ménts’ physical plant facilities, 
ranging from new District Courts 
for the Bath-Brunswick and Skow- 
hegati areas Lo the repair of roofs, 
masonry ard boilers on a state- 
‘wide priority basis; hazardstis 
waste clean tip; awater pollution 
wotitrol projects; and establish.

Opponents say: Maine needs 
no more bond debts; Sbate involve- 
ment in these projects is unneces- 
sary; money should be generated 
from other existing accounts. 

Question #5: “Shall a bond is- 
sue be authorized in the amount 
of $11,875,000 +o provide state 
funds: which, together mith avail- 
able matching funds from federal 
and other sources, will be utilized 
for icapital improvement projects 
directed toward enhancing econ- 
omic development and related sup- 
port systems throughout the State 
and will encompass: $1,000,000. for 
upgrading facilities. at 33 airports: 
port and marine transportation fa 
cilities’ development as follows:

Proponents say: Past watercraft 
taxes unfair; state tax more easily 
regulated; undue hardship on state 
funds to require 50% reimburse- 
ment for local losses; other muni- 
cipal revenue increases qvill make 
up the difference, 

Proponents say: Unnecessary fi- 
nancial burden on towns who will 
lose revenues; .tax should be lo- 
cally administered, 

Question #7: “Shall the Consti- 
tution of Maine be amended to re- 
quire twwo-thitds vote of the elected 
members of the Legislature to ex. 
pend any principal amount of the 
Mining Excise Trust Fund or any 
sttecéssor funds?” 

Proponents say: Necessary safe- 
guard for ¢areful management, 

Opponents say: Unnecessary ex- 
ercise of legislative oversight, 

Question #8: “Shall the Consti- 
tution of Maine be amended to 
change the municipal property tax 
loss reimbursement provisions and 
to chatge the penalty payable 
upon the change of use of land 
containing minerals whicli iy be- 
ing valued at current use?! 

Proponénfs say: This will ex- 
courage mining and increase evon- 
omic development of resources; 
loss to municipalities wwill be neg: 
ligible, 

Opponents say: ‘Municipalities 
shottld benefit more fully from Io- 
cal mining operations; localities 
canriot afford to lose tax reventies, 

These eight issues svill be pus to 
vote on Tuesday, Nov. 8 I hope 
that you will all go to the polls 
and choose the bonds and constitu. 
tional changes which you feel are 
Most fair.
